NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

REVISED  FORMS  FOR  REPORTING  EXPORT  PRODUCTS. 

Revised  forms  for  recording  and  reporting  meat  and  meat  food  products  for  export 
are  being  printed  and  will  be  ready  for  use  July  1,  1923,  on  which  date  M.  I.  Forms 
116,  121,  and  122  will  be  discontinued.  As  revised,  M.  I.  Forms  116-C  for  preservative 
meats,  121-C  for  regular  meats,  and  122-C  for  inedible  products  are  intended  only  for 
station  records.  The  monthly  totals  on  these  forms  should  be  forwarded  each  month 
to  Washington  on  M.  I.  Forms  116-D,  121-D,  and  122-D. 

The  weight  of  such  products  as  soup,  meat  extract,  tripe,  lips,  snouts,  trimmings, 
unrendered  fat,  feet,  tails,  etc.,  whether  fresh  or  cured,  should  be  entered  in  the 
miscellaneous  column  of  their  class. 

The  weight  of  all  sausage,  including  canned  sausage,  should  be  entered  in  the  column 
headed  "Sausage." 

The  weight  of  hearts,  livers,  plucks,  kidneys,  and  tongues,  whether  chilled,  frozen, 
or  cured,  should  be  entered  in  the  column  for  edible  organs  of  their  respective  classes. 

When  a  certificate  has  been  canceled  and  another  has  been  issued  in  lieu  thereof, 
the  weight  should  not  be  recorded  again.  The  number  of  the  certificate  issued  in 
lieu  should  be  entered  in  the  order  of  issue  in  red  ink,  with  notation  "Issued  in  lieu 
of  certificate"  (followed  by  the  number  of  the  canceled  certificate).  If  a  change  of 
weight  is  involved,  the  original  entry  should  be  revised  to  show  the  correct  weight. 
If  a  certificate  involving  a  change  of  weight  is  issued  in  lieu  of  another  certificate  in  a 
month  subsequent  to  that  in  which  the  original  certificate  was  issued,  and  the  weight 
is  more  than  that  shown  on  the  original  certificate,  the  entry  should  be  made  on  the 
date  the  new  certificate  is  issued  and  should  show  the  difference  between  the  original 
and  the  revised  weight,  and  if  the  weight  is  less  it  should  be  noted  in  red  ink  and 
deducted  from  the  total  weight  for  the  month. 

A  memorandum  showing  the  number  of  certificates  issued  in  lieu  of  others  should 
be  made  on  the  monthly  summary. 

All  certificates  issued  in  lieu  should  show  in  the  left-hand  margin  of  the  certificate 

the  notation  ' '  Issued  in  lieu  of  No "    Canceled  certificates  should  show  in  the 

left-hand  margin  thereof  the  number  of  the  certificate  which  was  issued  in  lieu  as 
follows:  "No in  lieu." 

The  triplicate  copies  of  all  export  certificates  should  be  forwarded  to  Washington 
each  week. 

These  instructions  supersede  all  previous  ones  relative  to  this  subject.

PERMITTED  DISINFECTANT. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  the  regulations  of  this  department 
governing  the  interstate  movement  of  livestock  (B.  A.  I.  Order  273).  the  bureau  has 
granted  permission  to  Norden  Laboratories,  of  Lincoln,  Nebr.,  for  the  distribution 
and  use  of  " Midland  Cresol  Compound"  under  the  name  of  "  Cresylol"  in  the  general 
disinfection  of  cars,  yards,  and  other  premises.  "Cresylol"  is  identical  with  "Mid- 
laid  Cresol  Compound"  manufactured  by  Midland  Chemical  Co.,  of  Dubuque,  Iowa. 


STOCKYARDS  FOR  NONINFECTIOUS  CATTLE. 

In  accordance  with  section  4,  Regulation  2,  B.  A.  I.  Order  273,  the  facilities  at  the 
following-named  places  have  been  provided  for  handling  noninfectious  cattle  for 
feed,  water,  and  rest  en  route: 

Texarkana,  Ark.  (by  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Co.). 

McGehee,  Ark.  (by  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Co.).

MILEAGE  RATES  FOR  USE  OF  PERSONALLY  OWNED  VEHICLES  AT 
OFFICIAL  STATIONS. 

On  November  15,  1922,  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  in  a  decision 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  (2  Comp.  Gen.,  329)  held  that  the  provision  in  the 
current  agricultural  appropriation  act  providing  reimbursement  to  employees  on  a 
mileage  basis  for  the  use  of  personally  owned  automobiles  and  motor  cycles  in  official 
work  did  not  authorize  mileage  allowances  for  the  use  of  vehicles  at  employees'  official 
stations. 

In  the  circumstances  the  department  during  consideration  by  Congress  of  the  agri- 
cultural act  for  1924  requested  that  the  language  of  the  provision  be  amended  so  as  to 
authorize  such  reimbursement.  The  words  'including  travel  at  official  stations" 
were  inserted  in  the  mileage  provision  in  the  act  for  1924  (Public  No.  446,  page  34), 
and  accordingly  on  and  after  July  1,  1923,  the  department  is  at  liberty  to  revert  to 
the  practice  of  authorizing  employees  to  use  their  personally  owned  vehicles  in  official 
work  at  official  stations  and  be  reimbursed  for  such  use  on  a  mileage  basis  at  the  rates 
provided  in  the  act. 

Note. — Under  no  circumstances  should  employees  begin  the  use  of  their  personally  owned  machines 
i  n  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  memorandum  until  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Wash- 
ington office  and  formal  authorization  has  been  issued. 


MOTION  PICTURES  AND  LANTERN  SLIDES. 

The  department  has  a  number  of  motion-picture  films  which  are  available  for  use 
by  field  workers  and  cooperating  agencies.  A  list  of  these  films  is  given  in  Depart- 
ment Circular  233. 

The  bureau  also  has  a  number  of  sets  of  lantern  slides,  a  mimeographed  list  of  which 
will  be  furnished  on  application. 

Reservations  of  films  and  slides  are  made  as  a  rule  in  the  order  of  application.  Re- 
quests should  be  made  a  reasonable  time  in  advance  of  the  date  when  the  films  or 
slides  are  desired.  Experience  has  shown  that  at  least  10  days  should  be  allowed 
for  transportation  from  Washington,  D.  ft,  to  the  Pacific  coast,  at  least  4  days  to 
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the  Middle  West,  and  proportionate  time  to  other  points.  Requests  should  indicate 
a  first  and  a  second  choice,  so  that  the  second  choice  may  be  substituted  if  the  first 
is  not  available.  Dates  or  periods  during  which  the  films  or  slides  are  to  be  used 
should  be  definitely  given,  and  the  nature  of  the  occasion  for  which  they  are  to  be 
used  should  also  be  stated.  The  films  or  slides  should  be  returned  promptly.  The 
bureau  will  pay  transportation  charges  on  films  and  slides  for  official  use.  but  in  other 
cases  the  package  will  be  sent  by  express  collect. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  OFFICIAL  RECORD  AND  OF  SERVICE  AND 
REGULATORY  ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

The  weekly  Official  Record  of  the  department  and  the  monthly  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements  of  the  bureau  are  intended  for  distribution  to  depart- 
ment and  bureau  employees.  A  supply  of  each  publication  is  sent  regularly  to 
each  station,  and  the  officer  in  charge  should  see  that  proper  distribution  is  promptly 
made.  If  too  manv  or  not  enough  copies  are  received  at  any  station,  the  Washington 
office  should  be  notified.  Because  of  fluctuation  in  number  of  employees  at  stations, 
however,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  regulate  precisely  the  number  of  copies.  It 
is  desired  that  there  be  copies  enough  to  supply  the  force,  but  no  waste.
